One of the little-understood activities of the Reds is their vicious attempt to destroy 
all endeavors to expose the Communist Conspiracy. This has shewn surprising strength. 
Carefully organized "smear" campaigns are set in motion in order to intimidate those who 
are effective enemies of the MISTAKEN. 

Research is undertaken into the past life of every intended victim in order to find some 
weak spot that can he made the means of discrediting or even blackmailing him. If nothing| 
can he found that is decisive, a great, organized hue and cry will he expressed about 
some minor points blown up to large proportions and the patriot thus labeled 
"controversial"._ Sp..much mock...horror*.!s, voicecL-and_ such a* distorted-picture- is-presented,— I 
that the public is frequently confused. Left-wing radio commentators, teachers, reporters,! 
ministers and editors take up the cry until it is heard far and wide. 

Attacks have been made against every person or organization that has been effective in 
the fight. In fact,, as Mr. J. Edgar Hoover recently pointed out in one of his speeches, 
the measure of one's effectiveness in this struggle is directly proportional to the 
smears and outcries against him by the Reds. •

Caution, of course, is an excellent thing. There is no need and indeed it is foolhardy, 
to expose oneself to the enemy "fire" unnecessarily. However, if caution becomes so

of assertiveness is essential. It is highly important to take calculated, necessary 
risks when conditions warrant. Like the tortoise, in order to really make forward 
progress, : it is necessary at the right times and for appropriate issues, to he willing 
to "stick your neck out".

However, patriots must remember this:’ smears are easier to bear 
than bullets that may snuff out the lives of over ^0, 000,000 Americans who, according 
to Dr. Frederick C. Schwarz, are scheduled .to^be."liquidated" if, or when, the Reds 
take over. If you are worried about the enemy ."spotting" you and adding your name to 
the list,.forget it. The Communist Conspiracy has undoubtedly had nil our names for a 
long time and no act of withdrawal, appeasement, s.oftness or even collaboration will 
remove it from the roll. In fact, history has shown that those who have helped the 
Communists to take over a country, are the first to be "liquidated". The Reds know 
that even they, cannot trust a man who would betray Ms own country. Practically all 
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substantial Americans would "be next on the list, whether they fought the Communists or no 


In case of a take-over, there would, of course, be no more "business" and money would be 
worthless:- dead men have no need for money'or for business. Nevertheless, we need not 
let this happen.

We are in a deadly 
war with a thoroughly evil, unscrupulous adversary who will give no quarter. We are

" A special bulletin of the Floni 
Ida Coalition of Patriotic So¬ 
cieties states that the ban is not 
(asked on the basis of any ma- 
(tefial in the four films, but 
rather on the fact that Dalton 
Trumbo, script writer for “Spar¬ 
tacus'’ and "Exodus,” was sub¬ 
poenaed before the House Com¬ 
mittee oh un-AmcricaO Affairs 
and was cited for contempt of 
Cohgress. for which he served 
time in prison. 

. Another writer, Ncdrick 
Young, who was also subpoe¬ 
naed, refused to testify regard¬ 
ing his identification with com¬ 
munism, Young was script 
writer lor "Inherit the Wind.” 
is Complaint against the film 
“Chance Meeting,” was made 
against three writers. Ben Barz- 
Inan. Millard Lampell and 
Joseph Losey. all said to have 
connections with the Communist 
Party. 

The bulletin publishes resolu¬ 
tions taken by the American 
Legion at its national conven¬ 
tion in Miami in October, and 
asks support of these resolutions 
from all local posts. 

The Miami action condemns 
the showing of these films and 
all members of the industry 
connected with the production 
or showing on the basis that al¬ 
though no Communist propa¬ 
ganda may be present in the 
pictures, revenues from their 
showing goes into Red coffers 
from money earned by party 
members. .

American Legion Committee on UnAmerican Activities, I have been 
^concerned with the step up recently in attacks on law agencies 
and the FBI and yourself. Most people do not fully understand 
the functions of the FBI, especially in the subversive field. 


Most of bureau speakers talk of crime in general but do not 
touch hardly at all on the subversive section. People in this 
area of Florida are concerned with the Cuba situation and 
activities in Tampa-Miami area. 


With this in mind, I expect to write some short articles soon 
to reach up to 60,000 Floridians, taking items from the FBI 
booklet COOPERATION-BACKBONE OF EFFECTIVE LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


Also, we wonder if it would be possible to get a large supply 
of tills booklet^ for distribution to Legion Commanders and 
key chairman or heads of other organizations around the state 
to help offset some of the campaign going on to undermine the 
bureau. Vie could use any amount from 1 to 1000. We could also 
use any amount of material you may have regarding subversion.

We usually give 
out some of your speeches or reports to help them understand 
the youth problem.

Dear .... 

Your letter came O. K. I don't know how to give you our thanks. We'll do it when 
the time comes. Mother says she sends you a kiss on the tip of your nose. In six ' 
months we won't have to worry. 

The excitement of the first days is over. Militiamen are going back to work. They 
were all out in the trenches. Cars from particular people were gathered to serve 
as transport or ambulances ("borrowed"). Only a few cars were left to help the 
neighborhood in case of "aggression. " Militia women were in the play also. The 
"defense committee" (popular secret police) guards, together with women miltiane, 
the streets of towns and cities (at night). All guards were doubled, some had 
weapons, others - empty hands. Canned foods are still rationed. Lard and oil 
is not found in the whole of Cuba. People who have hogs can sell them easily. 

People are crazy looking for lard. Gasoline was only for military purposes. Civil 
traffic was paralyzed, only busses travelled. People were sure the invasion would 
come, and many were already celebrating. Later alcoholic drinks were not sold. 
People who weren't "in the clear" were feeling the "nearby fire. " We all were 
calm and expectant, listening to outside radio reports. 

« 

Even God was against them. Since the alert, it rained almost every night and day, 
and a cold wind blowed. They felt the cold and the hunger in their very bones (one 
of "them" told me). I feel sorry for some who I know, and I'm sure aren't com¬ 
munists but have to pretend. Many workers, though they weren't military had to 
wear uniforms "willingly.." Also "willingly" they will sign the five points Fidel 
asked for (all working people have to). 

(Nik pretends to be out, but I KNOW he left his "baggage" behind. Please tell 
Uncle to be sure to come and get it .) 

The seeds you sent me are planted and growing. Tomatoes and lettuce are growing 
fine. We'll have a winter garden. 

American planes flew low over us. Many people when they heard the noise, went' 
out but could only see the trail. They flew over Presidio, Siguanea and other places 
(Mikoyan was at Siguanea some days ago, it is rumored). Two accidents took place 
when inexpert boys were putting mines around the beaches and two of them exploded. 
Several boys were injured, and two lost arms and legs. 

If you can avoid using your name on envelopes, please do. It will be safer if you 
didn't. (You can use a false name,) 

Thank you for everything. Best regards from all of us to you and yours.

The message contained in the foregoing letter from one on the scene has been 
voiced over and over by reliable persons who KNOW the so-called removal of 
missiles from Cuba is a fantastic farce.

QUOTING FROM J. EDGAR HOOVER'S TALK OF AUGUST 1956. 

Mr. Hoover had this to say: 

"It is to me appalling that so few among all the citizens who daily 
enjoy the God-given blessings of being free Americans are sufficiently 
interested in their future, and that of their children, to acquaint 
- ^themselves_fully- with.the fact s of_communism. Too many people condemn 
the word yet have not the vaguest notion of the evil which the - word — 
encompasses. 

"A handful of inspired men gave us our freedom. They cannot preserve 
it for us. That responsibility rests with the individual American. 

And we must now face the harsh truth that the objectives of communism 
are being steadily advanced because many of us do not readily recognize 
the means used to advance them. The communist, meanwhile, does not allow 
himself the luxury of inertia. Ee is intensely active. Because of him, 
the menace of communism in this country will remain a menace until the 
American people make themselves aware of the techniques of communism. 

No one who truly understands what it really is can be taken in by it. 

Yet the individual is handicapped by coming face to face with a 
conspiracy so monstrous he cannot believe it exists. The American mind 
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simply has not come to a realization of the evil which has been 
introduced into our midst. It rejects even the assumption that 
human creatures could espouse a philosophy which must ultimately 
destroy all that is good and decent. 

"The straightforward American cannot conceive of another citizen 
enlisting in the espionage service of a foreign country, or 
deliberately propagating discontent, hatred and disunity at the 
orders of an alien group. He cannot believe that any American 
would serve a philosophy which moves inexorably toward the goal 
of reducing the status of the individual to that of slave. 

"Our frontier forefathers faced great dangers. They encountered 
heat and storm and starvation. Again and again they joined in 
battle against a hostile foe. But our forefathers were very much 
aware of one thing. That was the nature of the enemy they faced. 
Insofar as possible, they prepared themselves for eventualities. 

When the campfires flickered low on the long trek west, a watch was 
set. Those men of the frontier knew that awareness of danger 
is the first requisite if one is to combat that danger with any 
degree of effectiveness. Until the American citizen learns for 
himself the nature of the present menace, communism will continue 
to be a deadly danger. 

"The conscientious citizen aslts, 'Hen/ can one be sure what the 
truth is? Hen/ can it be winnowed out of the welter of propaganda 
which the communists and their apologists spew forth? 1 

"All that I can say is - and I repeat what I have said many 
times - the American citizen must hew to a lin e comprised 
of a little skepticism, a lot of knowledge, Monumental faith, 
and an everlasting desire to get the facts. He must ascertain 
for himself what the facts are. He must accept nothing less than 
the facts - neither the majority version nor the minority version. 

He must view all the evidence until the face of truth is plain. 

"Where shall he begin the search for facts? Much basic knowledge 
can be gained from the lives of those who have experienced the gulf 
between the promise of communism and the evil reality. 

"Faith can come only from spiritual sources. We need to drink 
again at the wells from which the Founding Fathers drank. We need 
to return to the fundamentals which our fathers knew. We need to 
steep ourselves in the idealism from whence sprang the seeds of our 
constitutional form of government - to read again the immortal 
documents, the books and memoirs of the men whose faith in God and 
in posterity gave us our heritage of freedom. Our youth must under¬ 
stand that faith is essential to the continuance of freedom. 

"The battle we are presently engaged in is a struggle between the 
■ spi ri-tu al- and the -mate rial —The.. proponents of atheistic materialism 
are determined to wipe the Judaic-Christian principles of morality, 
on which Western civilization is founded, from the face of the earth. 
The strength we bring to this struggle is dependent upon one thing: 
our individual understanding of the enemy we face. 

"If *e alien/ ourselves to be duped by communist cunning and the

"When Hitler attacked Russia in 'hi, both foul regimes might well 
have perished or at least have been so weakened as to be relatively 
harmless had we not extended to the Communist tyrants the greatest 
outpouring of moral, economic and militaiy aid in the history of the 
world, excepting only help given to England and France. 

"Again, had it not teen for the communist-inspired policy of 
demanding unconditional surrender of the Germans, World War II 
would have ended long before the Russians reached the German 
border or even the Western part of Poland, and while they irere 
still far from the other former free countries of Europe. In 
that case, the war would have come to an end with the Communists of 
Russia relatively harmless within their own borders. The deliberate 
and planned action of our government in promoting the Western advance 
of the Russian Communists gave the latter great power and prestige and 

enabled' tUenr~to~ enslave—the--Baltic-and-Eastern European- countries- as_ 

well as to fasten their grip upon their own people. 

"Our government deliberately backed the Communists in. China and so 
brought about the conquest of 600 million people. 

"At the behest of the U.N., the United States refused to win the 
war in Korea, thus advancing the communist cause all over Asia 
and leading directly to the loss of at least half of Indo-China 
and probably Indonesia with a great weakening of Western prestige in 
India, Malaya, Ceylon, Siam, Pakistan and the whole Arab World. 

"The plain truth is that the Communists are now in position to 
threaten the life of the free world because of the help received 


from the United States. To recogni 2 e the Communist regime in China 
and admit it to the U. N. would add enormous prestige to the 
communist cause and "be another long step toward the extinction 
of freedom throughout the world - 

"One of the saddest spectacles in human history is to see a very 
large section of the Christian church striving toward that 
terrifying objective. Most of these churchmen no doubt have noble 
motives but that will not mitigate the slavery and suffering which 
will bring upon the people of the Free World if they succeed in 
their campaign." 

For those of you who have waded through this documented material, you no 
doubt, are beginning to wonder what you can do before it is too late.

"Do not think this is something that cannot happen to you, because this is 
exactly what has happened to every country where the communists have moved 
in. It will surely happen to you unless you are willing, at this late date, 
to stand up and be counted.
